_ Officers of both companies 
‘and of the Board of Works have 
discussed the use of sea-water 
for cooling purposes, said Mr. 
Porter, 

Sea-water is used at the BP 
Refinery in Western Australia. 

However, Mr. Porter said, 
that it is considered, that at 
this stage, the cost of installing 
-the necessary pumping equip- 
ment and pipe-line and altera- 
tions to the existing Altona 
plants renders such’ a proposal 
totally uneconomic. 

But the industries -have 
mode effarts ta cut consump-" 
tion of water, 

The refinery seduced the 
quantity of water used by 17.8 
per cent. in February this year 
compored with February last 
year, |. 

The petrachemical industry 
reduced ccnsumption by 2.8 per 
cent. during the same period. 
Further reduction was not pos- 
sible because of increased pro- 
duction during the past 12 
months.

“The smash hit, Peter Schaf- 
fer comedy, titled “Black Com- 
edy” owes its basis from on 
idea of the Ancient Chinese 
Thestre The ‘black’ of the 
ploy depends on the audience 
believing thet when the stage — 
is in darkness it is fully lighted, { 
and that when the lights go on - 
a fuse has blown and the act- | 
ors group around in the dark. 

Shaffer came across the idea 


‘when he saw the light-darkness 


reversal used in a scene in. the 
repertoire the Chinese Classi- 
cal Theatre took to London, The 
conception impressed him but 
did not occur to him to make 
use of it until Kenneth Tynan, 
adviser to Britain’s National 
Theatre, asked him if he had 
an idea for a short play suit- 
able for one half of a bill at 
the Chichester Festival, 

That set Shaffer thinking, 
and he developed the old Chin- 
ese idea in his own terms. Ac- 
tually what happens is that the 
play opens with the stage in 
complete darkness and with the 
dialogue coming across to the 
audience pitch-dark. The sett- 
ing’ is established from the dia- 
logue as being an apartment 
of a hitherto unsuccessful or- 
tist and the endeavours of his 
current fiance and her fomily, 
in particular her Colonel father, 
to establish the -artist so that 
he can marry with some sense 
of security. : 

At a psychological moment, 
the lights in the apartment, and 
in fact the entire building, fuse 
and the artist strikes a match, 
which is the cue for the stage 
lights-to come on. So that when 
the characters are in the dark, 
the full stage lights are on and 
the audience sees. them groping 
around the stage, tripping over 
pieces of furniture, handling 
the wrong objects, physically 
touching the wrong person, and 
so on, .

Council Dispute on Apex Park 


Plans for a children’s “Adventure Playground” in 
Apex Park have been sent back to the Altona Shire 
Council's parks and foreshores committee because of a 


council: dispute on 


the specific area. 


Cr. H. Weaver, at last Monday night’s council meeting, 
disputed the wording of a recommendation on the park as it 


appeared 
meeting of April 1. 


The committee has received 
a deputation from the Apex Club 
seeking council permission to go 
ahead with the project. 


‘The deputation comprised Mr. 
A. Haygarth, Mr. M. Kidd and 
Mr. E. Symons. It met the 
committee at 9-30 p.m. 


In the committee minutes pre- 
sented to last ‘Monday night’s 


council mesting, the minutes 
read that the committee had 
recommended— 


“That the council agree in 
principle with the concept of an 
Adventure Playground being 
established as part of Stage Two 
of development, with an area 
on the beach frontage of. the re- 
serve 200 feet square, and ap- 
proximately 650 feet from Maid- 


stone-st.; and approval be giver | 


for the siting of a fort area, two 
railway carriages, concrete pipes 
and hay rake, all set in con- 
crete, as shown on plan idénti- 
fled a8 0.41/3 dated Aprit 1, 


Cr. Weaver told the council’ 


that the measurement figures 


were not in the original words | 


of the recommendation. 


Cr. H. W. Lee, shire presi- 
dent, said the reason for their 
inclusion was an attempt to 
clarify the exact area as shown 
on the map,

Mr. Haygarth then showed 
slides of various Adventure Play- 
ground areas and the types. of 
equipment used for these play- 
grounds. Considerable discus- 
sion then took place regarding 
the area~ already allocated to 
the Apex Club for development 
and the members of the club in- 
dicated that they were under the 
impression that the council had 
granted approximately 11 acres 
of the reserve; being all the 
area except the proposed camp- 
ing grounds at the west end of 
the reserve.
